WASHINGTON. — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger expressed 
some dissatisfaction with the pre- 
gent emigration picture for So- 
viet Jews in testimony yester- 
day before the Senate Finance 

Committee, He said: 
. “The administration of Soviet

Bitrary. Some 1,300 individuals 
currently in the USSR have been 
denied permission to emigrate to

U.S. Senator says warships should be barred

WASHINGTON, — Senator Henry 
M. Jackson (D.-Wash.) has called 
fo# the demilitarization of the Suez 

al . 

In a statement presented to the 
Senate yesterday, Jackson said the 
expected reopening of the Canal 
will be a major benefit for the So- 
viet .Union, substantially reducing 
the transit time the Soviet fleet 
Taust cover for deployment or oper- 
ations in the Persian Gulf, 

He said the Nixon administra- 

tion had acted “prematurely and un- 
wisely” in its handling of the Canal 
reopening. 
Since the 1967 Six Day War, 
Jackson has maintained the reopen- 
ing of the Canal should be consid- 
ered only within the framework of 
a political settlement between Israel 
and its Arab neighbours, stressing 
that it should not be opened until 
Israel has defensible borders. 

He said yesterday that notwith- 
standing the administration’s bad 
handling of the issue “it is not too 
late.” The solution, he said, is for 
President Nixon “to insist that 'the 
Suez Canal be closed to the war- 
ships of all outside powers includ- 
ing naval vessels of the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union.” Jackson said it was 
a “matter of utmost concern to our 
national security.” 

The Soviet Union will be able to 
quickly move its fleet into the Per- 
sian Gulf and it would “rapidly out- 
number anything we could deploy 


EMPEROR HANDS 


Ethiopia paralysed by 
strike, demonstrations 


ADDIS ABABA. — As police fired 
teargas to disperse a huge anti- 
Government demonstration yester- 
day, Emperor Haile Selassie distri- 
buted Bthioplan dollar bills to the 
poor in a display of Imperial gene- 
rosity. Meanwhile, his government 
tried to find millions of dollars’ for 


{civilian and military pay raises. 


Faced with Ethiopia’s first-ever 
general strike and the student led 
demonstrations, the 81-year-old Em- 
peror drove into Addis Ababa's 
teaming market place to hand out 
the dollars. 

Holding his tiny chihuahua dog, 
the diminutive, grey-bearded ruler 
drove into the market in his li- 
Mousine, wound down the window, 
and handed the notes to the ss- 
sembled beggars as the crowd 
cheered, : 

His gesture followed a day in 
which the country was paralysed 
by the strike In support of a de- 
mand for a three dollar (about IL3) 
ἃ day basic minimum wage — three 
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in that vital region.” Jackson 85- 
serted. For the Soviet navy, its dis- 
tance to reach the Gulf from the 
Black Sea will be reduced by 70 per 
cent, from 11,500 to 3.200 nautical 
miles, he said.

Jackson went on to say that 
should the Soviets be allowed to 
use the Canal for their fleet, it 
could “turn out to be ἃ stimulous to 
an arms race in that pivotal area.”

The statement said the two sides 
reviewed current efforts at achieving 
peace in the Middle Bast and reaf- 
firmed their stand that any agree- 
ment on the disengagement of forces 
on the Golan should constitute “a 
first step for a full Israeli with- 
drawal from all occupied Arab ter- 
ritories.in accordance with a fixed 
timetable.” 

The Soviet Union and Syria 
stressed that “disri these 
basic principles involves the dan- 
ger of a new explosion which may 
Jead to serious repercussions threat- 
ening peace and security in the 
Middie East region and the whole 
world.” 

The Soviet Foreign Minister ar- 
rived in Damascus hot on the ‘eels 
of American Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger last weel-'; 

He spent two days talking wth 
Syrian leaders, then weft te Calro 
to discuss the possibility of an 
Israeli-Syrian disengagement agree- 
ment with President Sadat, and re- 
turned here three days ago for a 
further round of talks with the 
Syrians. 

Observers saw Mr, Gromyko’s trip 
to the Middle East as a sign of 
Soviet determination to make its 
presence felt during current Middie 
East peace moves. 

The statement signalled Russian 
determination to support Syria's 
hardline and to play a more active 
role in the Middle East diplomacy, 
now dominated by Dr. Kissinger.

been produced in 1930s 


1 is difficult to believe that Our 
Miss Fred (Zafon, Tel Aviv) was 
made only a year or so ago. This 
British comedy is so old-fashioned 
— type of story, manner of direc- 
tion, acting and even photograpy 
-- that one might be watching a 
third-rate farce of the ‘thirties. 
The star is Danny La Rue, an 
actor who is well known in Eng- 
land for his nightclub and TV ap- 
pearances, usually in “drag”, and 
the film — his first full-length fea- 
ture — is really just a vehicle for 
his talents as a female inpersonator. 


He plays Fred Wimbush, a sea- 
side actor, who is drafted to 
France in World War IL Fred is tak- 
ing the part of the heroine in a 
camp entertainment when the Ger- 
mans arrive and he makes his es- 
cape still dressed as a woman. AS 
the script is far from inventive, 
his adventures are pretty predict- 
able, including, of course, ad- 
vances from amorous German gene- 
rals and embarrassing moments with 
a group of English school-girls whe 
are hiding a shot-down pilot. 


The humour is of the most ob- 
vious kind and relies mainly on the 
double entendre. As Danny La Rue 
has a big following in England, I 
imagine that he is more effective 
in a nightclub or on TV than he is 
on the big screen where his per- 


formance has little shading. He has 
about 20 changes of costume and 
he certainly models the clothes very 
well, 


According to the publicity, the 
director, Bob Kellett, has “in just 
over a year and half, notched up 
five major comedy films.” Well, if 
“Our Miss Fred” is an example of 
his efforts, they should be kept 
for home consumption.

TEL AVIV, — Bank Leumi will 
this year again declare a 15 per 
cent cash dividend, but on a share 
capital 50 per cent bigger than last 
year Leumi general Manager 
Ernst Japhet gaid on Wednesday. 
Tt will also distribute a 20 per 
cent share bonus (compared with a 
25 per cent bonus last year.) The 
bank'a consolidated net profit per 
share went up to 61 per cent. 

At the end of 1973, the balance 
sheet of Bank Leumi proper 
smounted to almost I1.19,000m., up 
64 per cent compared with a year 
ago. Deposits increased 28 per cent, 
Joans and bills discounted 82 per 
cent (1L.24,800m. including IL1,800m. 
from special deposits), guarantees 
a documentary credit of almost 
double. 

Assets of provident funds and 
unit trusts managed by the bank 
soared almost 60 per cent. The 
bank's capital and reserves increas- 
ed from IL.265m. to IL356m. and its 
net profit advanced one third to 
155m.

Purim — even after the war

OME Jews have it easy: when 
we have a victory, they have an 
orgy of celebration; when we have 
a setback, they have an orgy of 
moaning and self-pity. They are our 
Manichaean-depressives: everything 
is to them black or white, good or 

happy or sad; there are no 
shades except those pursuing them. 
Such are the Jews among us who 
today: How can we ce- 


toll of dead and maimed, the long 
missing-in-action 


strug- 
gling in both the international and 
the domestic arenas. And now, iro- 
nically, comes a Purim 
(which occurs only in Israel, because 
the “Purim of the walled cities” 
falls on the Sabbath and therefore 
is postponed till Sunday) on the 
very eve of the publication of the 
official st of Yom Kippur War 
casualties and missing-in-action. 
How can we celebrate Purim this 
year? 

1 understand some of those ask- 
ing this question — the people for 
whom the Purim story is nothing 
but a fairytale, and a nasty re- 
vanchist one to boot, yet who do 
not normally miss the opportunity 
for some socially sanctioned orgias- 
tic activity. Those for whom the 
2,500-year-old—or, according to the 
radical Bible critics, “ ” some 
2,200-year-old — Purim story is not 
a@ paradigmatic tale of the lot of 


the Jews in exile, and generally of- 


the Jews among the nations, will 
feel — and so they should feel — 
uncomfortable having their mean- 
For the way they spend the Purim 
night and day is essentially no dif- 
ferent from the way they spend 
their other nights and days, except 
that tthis time they have the risqué

Jews try — and I appreciate what 
a psychological effort it will be for 
them — to forget for 2 moment their 
20th-century prejudices against Pu- 
rim and ail the rest of the Jewish 
calendar and get into the spirit of 
Purim — ahd the rest of the Jewish 
calendar — on its own terms. Here 
is what I mean:

mountain’.” Under the impact of the 
“naturalistic” events of the Book 


‘of Esther, however, our later ances- 


tors of their own free will affirmed 
what their ancestors tefore them 
at Sinai had accepted only under 
coercion. And our Book of Bsther 
ancestors did so after being de- 
livered — or rather, after delivering 
themselves — from Haman’s threat 
of genocide (Esther 3:8-13): 

“Then Haman said to King Ahasu- 
erus: “There ig a certain unassimi- 
lated people, scattered among the 
many peoples in all the provinces 
of your realm, who keep themselves 
apart; whose /lawa are different 
from the laws of every other people, 
and who do not keep your majesty’s 
laws. It does befit your majesty 
to tolerate am. If tt please your 
majesty, let ap order ‘be issued in 
writing for their destruction...’ Thus

We in Israel recently had a de- 
liverance. At a terrible cost of life 
or limbs 'to thousands and at great 
bereavement to more thousands. But 
a deliverance we had, And those 
who celebrated so readily after June, 
10, 1967, those who celebrated so 
readily on Independence Day 1968 
and 1973, must learn how to ce- 
lebrate Purim 1974. This does not 
mean to Ignore or in any way slur 
the fallen; the maimed, the bereav- 
ed. It means — if we celebrate Pu- 
rim as Purim and not merely as a 
Hebrew carne vale — to embrace 
those with whom we mourn in the 
ancient wreath of Jewish memory 
and Jewish hope. Neither does it 
mean to ignore the political and 
diplomatic difficuldes we now face 
or the greater difficulties we may 
yet face: it means to view these 
difficulties as a people with 4,000 
years of memory and hope should. 

In an article published in these 
pages last October 12, on the Fri- 
day of Sukkot, when the Yom Kip- 
pur War was seven days old, Hille 
Wiesel wrote of the Jews of the 
Age of Auschwitz of which he him- 
self is a survivor: 

“Those Jews, who on their jour-

No improved ties 

That is why I do not, at the mo- 
ment, see any prospect of improved 
relations. It is not impossible that 
this shock itself may lead to ἃ 
breakthrough in the thinking of the 
Kremlin, for even there, during 
this wonderful year which we ce- 
lebrate here on Jerusalem Day, ex- 
traordinary things have happened. 

Bucharest has broken with the 
Moscow line. Tito has emphasized 
his independence. In Poland there is 
continual unrest. Prague is sipping 
out of the ring. Moscow faces very 
great problems. 

There is a threat to the monoli- 
thic character of the system and it 
cannot tolerate democracy within 
it. This structure is either monoli- 
thic, totalitarian and absolutist, or 
it breaks up and disintegrates. There 
is no middle way.
